The sorry story of a betrayal! of the United 
States government was dragged from un- 
willing witnesses yestercay by Judge Kene- 
saw M. Landis, in the Cnited States Dig- 
trict court. 

Two grand jurors had violated their oath 
of office not to reveal what was poing on 
within the grand jury room. 

The jurymen were duped into revealing 
virtually all proceedings of the investigation 
to a revenue officer. The revenue man, in 
turn, informed at least all the three other 
revenue officers indicted on the charge of 
accepting bribes from oleo dealers. 

The betrayed grand jury during the day 
returned indictments against three revenue 
officers and twenty-three indictmenteagainst 
men engaged in the oleomargarine industry. 

In addition, two indictments, suppressed by 
the order of the United States district at- 
torney, were also returned. It was reported 
around the government building that the two 
suppressed bills probably would throw light 
on the criminal jury tampering. 


Two Jurors Are Named. 
The grand jury men who violated their 
oath of office and revealed names of indict- 


ed men are: 


Martin Dahl, Maywood. 

Robert Peterson, Oswego. 

Peterson made a full confession to the 
court and it is possible he will not be prose- 
cuted. Dahl made a complete denial in face 
of what appeared conclusive evidence estab- 
lishing his guilt. 

Henry B. Coyne, clerk in the local revenue 
department, is accused of having acted as 
the agent of the outside interests which did 
not want to be surprised by the law, 


Alleged Bribe Takers Announced, 

The three indicted officers are charged with 
having accepted bribes for influencing their 
action in the enforcement of the oleomarga- 
rine law. They are: 

Frank P. Caviezel, revenue agent, In- 


dianapolis, Ind., nine counts. 

L. C. La Rue, former deputy revenue 
collector, Chicago, one count. - 

Harry Oldam, specia! agent, revnue de- 
partment, Hammond, Ind., one count. 

The revenue officers were inuicted on tes- 
timony of members of the notorious oleomar- 
garine gang with which the local federal of- 
ficers have been battling for years. Most 
of the oleo gang are now serving terms in 
Fort Leavenworth. Oldam was was the 
only one of the three present in court when 
the jury reported. Ina statement to Tux 
Tripune reporter he said the oleo convicts 
had conspired to disgrace him. It was said 
that the revenue officers will offer as their 
defense that the men whom they helped con- 
viet turned in vengeance against them with 
fabricated testimony of bribery. 


Landis Probes Jury Betrayal. 

The formality of returning indictments 
was concluded at the morning session. Judge 
Landis adjourned court until 1:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and Col. C. H. Ingram, 
the man who brought the jury treason to 
the attention of the district attorney's of- 
fice, was called to the witness stand. 

* Have you seen a list of the indictments 
returned in these oleomargarine cases be- 
fore today? Judge Landis asked. 

“T saw a list of them last Saturday,” re- 
plied Col. Ingram. 

“Who showed them to you? 

“ Henry EB. Coyne, employed in the revenue 
department.

CHICAGO AVIATOR 
DASHED TO DEATH 


D. A. Kraemer, Amateur, in 
Anxiety to Get Master’s Li- 
cense Loses Head; Biplane 
Plunges to Ground. 


WAS CUTTING “FIGURE 8.” 


Crowd Sees Machine Turn Over 
in Air and Fall; Young Man 
Crushed Under Wreck- 
age of Car. 


AVIATION DEATHS OF YEAR............36 


D. A. Kreamer, the first man to try for an 
air pilot’s license tn this section of the coun- 
try, wae fatally injured on the aviation field of 
the Aero Club of IMinois at Fifty-second ave- 
and Twenty-second street at 7:10 last even- 
ing. He crashed fifty feet to the ground in 
the Curtiss biplane with which he was at- 
tempting to prove his skill In the air. 

Kreamer, who was an amateur aviator, 
undertook to prove his fitness for a “ master’s 
papers” in a machine which belongs to 
James BE. Plew. The task set for him was 
@® succession of five “ figure eights” within 
the area of the field. ‘ 

The first of these evolutions had been suc- 
cessfully completed and the candidate had 
started to make the first turn of his second 
figure when he was seen to be fn trouble. 
In “ banking” for the turn, Kreamer lost 
control of the machine and was apparently 
entirely at loss to know what to do. Asa 
result the big biplane hovered almost mo- 
tionless in the alr for a moment and then 
plunged downward with its nose pointed at 
the earth. 


Buried in Wreckage of Machine. 

The crash, which followed an instant later, 
reluced the flying machine to a mass of 
kindling wood, tangled wires, and broken 
pieces of machinery, and left the man a 
bleeding and senseless figure in the midst 
of the wreckage. For a moment thé crowd 
which had been watching his maneuvers 
from the other end of the field, stood mo- 
tionless, and then there was a rush to the 
plle of wreckage, where the only movement 
was the fluttering of the torn cloth of the 
planes. 

Kreamer was found pinned down With the 
wreckage of the heavy engine across his 
back, breathing but more dead thgn alive. 
A great splinter of wood, which formed one 
of the levers, plerced his thigh. One leg 
was badly fractured, and his face and body 
were covered with cuts and bruises. 

Capt. Horace B. Wild, field captain of the 
Aero Club of Llinpois, and in charge of the 
tests for pilot's licensés, took command and 
with the assistance of E. E. Watson and 
others in the crowd, the unconscious man 
was lifted out of the wreckage and placed 
in an automobile, which rushed away to St. 
Anthony’s hospital. There the physicians 
on their first examination pronounced his 
injuries serious and his condition critical. 
He died at 8:55 o’clock. 


Mars Explains the Accident. 

“ Bud "’ Mars, one of the professiona! avi- 
ators on the field, pronounced the accident 
the result of inexperience and lack of cau- 
tion. 

“In making his turn,’’ said Mars, “ Kream- 
er did not have sufficient momentum to 
carry him around. He should have been fly- 
ing much more rapidly to execute the ma- 
neuver successfully. I noticed on his first 
‘figure eight’ that he Was not using thé 
proper caution of a novice and was not sur- 
prised when I saw that he was in trouble 
When the trouble came he 4!id not know what 
to do and the machine, with [ts wings tilted 
until there was nothing to hold them up, 
fell of its own weight. 

“It was an accident which would never 
have befallen an experienced man and was 
purely the result of carelessness, Caused per- 
haps by overconfidence.” 


Sunddy Meet Called Off. 

Four men ‘altogether were on the list to 
make the qualifying tests for pilot's licenses 
which would allow them to compete in large 
aviation meetings. The others are: H. W. 
Powers, Allen Longheed, and Otto Brodie. 
It was nearly dark when Kreamer went up 
in the Curtiss machine and no other trials 
were to have been made last evening 

The club had scheduled a meet‘at the 
field for Sunday, but Secretary Sexton said 
that it had been canceled because of the 
accident. 

Kraemer formerly was an Illinois Central 
engineer. He was married and had two 
children. He practiced faithfully ror weeks 
to undergo the final test. 


Had Fall in Georgia. 

He was born in Rockford, [Ill. He 
secured his early mechanical training in 
machine shops in-that city, and four years 
ago began the construction of a biplane of 
the Curtiss type. His effort being a success, 
he took the airship south, making flights at 
fairs and exhibitions. At Macon. Ga., in

OF THE ABDUCTION 
OF BRIDGES GIRL 


Jury Retums Verdict, Which 
Cult Leader Hears with 
Women Defenders Away. 


JURORS MAKE A MISTAKE 


In Anxiety to Punish “Revealer” 
They Cotvict of Felony and 
Misdemeanor. 


CORRECT IT UNDER COURT'S ORDER 


Evelyn Arthur See was found guilty at 7 
o'clock last night of the abduction of Mil- 
dred Bridges. His conviction was the sequel 
of the exposure of his child cult, “ Absolute 
Life,” made by Tue Trispung Jan. 6, 1911. 
Three ballots were taken, two being 11 te 1 
for conviction, 

See was not sent to the county jail Me 
was permitted his liberty pending argument 
on appeal and sentence in custody of Deputy 
Sherif! Harry Wagner. The penalty is from 
one to ten years in the penitentiary at hard 
labor. 

The jury received its instructions from 
Judge Honoré at 5:45 o'clock, following a 
short and damning rebuttal by Frederic 
Burnham, assistant state’sattorney. At 6:45 
o'clock it became known that a verdict had 
been reached. The hour set by the court for 
the return of the verdict was 6;30, but the 
jurors asked to be allowed to submit it at 
once. Judge Honoré was still in thé Crim- 
inal court building and consented to the 
change. At 7:30 he took the bench and the 
jury was called in. 

See, who had been walking anxiously about 
the corridors, entered behind his attorneys 
and took his seat between them. His face 
was white, but his lips were curled in a smile 
of seeming confidence. He looked uneasily 
about the room, apparently searching for 
Mona Rees or the three other women who 
have vainly tried to stand between him and 
conviction. 


Guilty, Verdict of Jury. 

They were not present. Expecting the ver 
dict at 8:30, they had left the building. As 
he noted their absence, See seemed to grow 
more uneasy. He ran his fingers through 
his long gray hair and gazed at the jury. 
The look was not returned. 

“ Your verdict, gentlemen,” said Judge 
Honoré. The foreman handed it to him 
The clerk opened it ai.d read. 

“We find Evelyn Arthur See guilty of the 
abduction of Milcred Bridges and of eon- 
tributing to the delinquency of said Mildred 
Bridges.” 

R. E. Cantwell, attorney for the defense, 
was on hie feet in an instant. 

“That verdict can't be accepted!” he 
spapped. “It would be like convicting 6 
man for murder and burglary at the same 
time.”’ It was true. The jury, in Its anxiety 
to give See his full measure, had convicteg 
him of both a felony ani a misdemeanor 


Jury Corrects Technical Error. 

The ‘‘ revealer ” pressed his lips tightly to- 
gether and fumbled with his hands. No 
longer were his eyes fixed on the jury. In- 
stead they turned to hisattorney. Mr. Cant- 
well still argued, while Judge Honoré waited. 

Finally the court sent the jury back, telling 
the jurors that they had made a technical 
error which must be repaired before their 
verdict could stand. In a few minutes they 
returned with the verdict of contributing to 
delinquency eliminated. The verdict on ab- 
duction remained unchanged. 

Then the courtroom was cleared. The cru- 
clal point in the trial had been passed with 
an audience of less than twenty spectators. 
The hundreds who had waited through the 
afternoon in the hope of a verdict had missed 
it through the changeintime. See's fate had 
found him alone and unprepared. 


Appeared to Expect Verdict. 

It was apparent to the most cesual ob 
server that See expected the verdict of gull- 
ty. His face never changed from the studied 
calm which he affected while waiting for the 
panel to come out ofthe Jury room. Hiseyes 
turned toward the jurors as theclierk finished 
reading the double verdict which called him 
guilty of every accusation made in the state's 
indictment. He looked the men over, then 
turned away. 

“Did you expect an acquittal?’ he was 
asked. 

“I Gon't care to say anything,” he answered 
in a monotone and looked away. 

“Didn't you read the verdict in the jurors’ 
faces before they went out and think you 
had lost?’’ he was asked. 

The love cult leader turned to face his ques- 
tioner. 

* Now, if you were as polite as Iam you 
wouldn't ask me any more questions. I don't 
care to talk; I haven't a thing to say.” 

**But you will fight this verdict?’ a ques- 
tioner insisted. 

“I haven't anything to say.” 

No explanation was made by See or his at- 
torneys for the absence of the women disci- 
ples of the “ love jungle” head—the women 
who have hung about him from the beginning 
of his troubles with the law. It was whis- 
pered that See, sensing conviction, had ad- 
vised them to remainaway. 

According to the statements of the jurors 
after they had been excused by Judge 
Honoré, not one of the twelve men had any 
doubt as to the guilt of See. A single one of 
the panel held out for acquittal until the 
third ballot. This was Gottlieb Dupper,

Asked about his views later Dupper refused 
to discuss them. 

“Why did you’ hold out for acquittal?” 
he was esked. : 

* Ah, I didn't hold out,”’ he said with a grin. 
“That’s all talk.”’ 

“JT don’t think there was a juror who had 
the shadow of a doubt as to See’s guilt,” 
Foreman F. E. Lang said. “And we all 
reached our conclusions individually. We 
early established the rule that we would not 
discuss the case among ourselves and the 
first that we knew of each other’s opinions 
was when we took the first ballot after the 
imstructions were given to us. 

“I can say for myself, and other jurors 
say the same, that I was not convinced of 
Zee’s guilt until the very last of the trial. 
While there was much damaging evidence 
against him, some of the legal decisions 
showed that a part of this should not be 
considered. We really had to wait until the 
final arguments to get a line upon the real 
vital evidence upon which to form our ver- 


. dict.’’ 


See's attorneys made instant objection to 
the jury's first double verdict as soon as 
the men in the panel had been polled by the 
court clerk. Judge Honoré Mstened and final- 
ly asked: 

“Does the defendant desire to accept this 
verdict or wish to have the jury sent back 
to change or correct its verdict?’ 

‘“‘We do wish the verdict changed, your 
bonor,”’ one of the attorneys said, ‘* but we 
don’t wish to give any reasons except to say 
that the jury should be sent back to correet 
the verdict to conform to the law.” 


Jury Sent Out to Reconsider. 

In conference the See attorneys declared 
that the verdict was a nullity because See 
was found guilty on two charges, both of 
the same character, but of different degrees 
ef seriousness. 

Prosecutor Burnham insisted that the jury 
had a perfect legal right to bring in both 
verdicts and that they were not conflicting 
put he agreed to offer no objections if the 
defense asked to have the jury further in- 
instructed. Judge Honoré then made this 
statement: 

“The court hereby offers to receive any 
suggestions the defense may care to mike 
concerning further instructions to the jury.” 

“I regard this verdict as inconsistent with 
the instructions. The defendant can’t be 
guilty of a felony and a misdemeanor both,” 
an attorney for the defense said. 

“If there are no objections from the state 
the court will instruct the jury to bring in one 
vérdict only,” Judge Honoré said. : 

The jury was so instructed and retired, 
bringing in its second and single verdict in 
a few minutes. 

Then Prosecutor Burnham demanded that 
the defendant See be taken into custody as 
his bond has been only $1,000. Attorneys 
for See said that a larger bond could be given 
in the morning. Judge Honoré appointed 
Deputy Sheriff Harry Wagner to keep See 
tn custody wntil this morning at 10 o'clock 
when & new bond will be given. Prosecutor 
Burnham said he would ask that bail be 
fixed at $5,000 pending the outcome of the 
case. 


Move for New Trial. 

See’s attorneys made the formal motion for 
a new trial for their client and court was 
edjourned. 

Mr. Burnham said of the verdict: 

“It was just what I felt we should have 
im this case. I believe that the evidence 
fully warranted the finding of the fury, and I 
have no doubt that the verdict will stand in 
any court of appeal.” 

Stephen H. Bridges, father of the girl See 
was convicted of abducting. appeared to be 
the happiest man in the Criminal court 
Dulilding lastevening. He was on hand early 
waiting for the jury to return. 

“What do I think about that verdict?’ he 
repeated. “What do I think? It was all 
right. But I'm sorry it’s Joliet. It ought to 
be h——. He ruined my home, my daughter: 
he took my wife away from me, and now 
he'll have to pay for a part of it. 

“And now the next thing is to do something 
for my little girl. She is under the control of 
the Juvenile court and in custody. I want 
her at home with me. I’m going to try to 
get the court to parole her to her father on 
Saturday. I want to take care of her.”’ 


Hear Verdict in “Love Jungle.” 

The three members of the absolute life 
cult who are still at liberty to choose their 
own abiding places received the news of the 


_ verdict in the flat at 2415 Racine avenue, 


referred to in the trial as the ‘ love jungle.”’ 

They already had been informed of the 
result of the trial when a reporter for THE 
TRIBUNE arrived, but there were na evi- 
dences of disappointment or dejection ap- 
parent in the demeanor of the three women— 
Mona Rees, Mrs. Rees, and Mrs. Bridges. 

Mrs. Rees answered the ring at the bell, but 
the reporter was not invited to enter further 
than the innerhall. Mrs. Bridges was seated 
by the window in the front parlor and Mona 
Rees could be seen half hidden behind a 
portiere. 

When asked if she had heard the news from 
the jury room Mrs. Rees replied: 

** We have heard that the jury brought ina 
verdict of guilty, but we have heard nothing 
officially, so I do not feel that it would be 
proper to make any statement at this time."’ 


Cult Will Live, Says Mrs. Rees. 

“What will become of the doctrines of 
Aibsolute Life now?’ was asked. 

“ Absolute Life will go on as before,”’ was 
the reply. “Although its leader may be 
taken away from the eyes of the world, 
the work will go on because it-is truth. It 
cannot be killed nor buried.”’ 

At this point Mrs. Bridges arose from her 
seat in the parlor and came into the hal! 
to remark: 

“If we did have any statement to make at 
this time, we certainly should not make it 
to THe TRIBUN®E.”’ 

Mona Rees also appeared, shaking her 
head in caution at her mother, and assumed 


_ the rOle of spokesman for the party. 


“ There is a great deal in Absolute Life.” 
she said, ‘‘ that the newspapers do not under- 
stand and as a result they have slurred and 
misrepresented it.’ 

This closed the interview and as the report- 
er was leaving there was a ring at the bell 
in the apartment. A man’s voice in the 
vestibule below cried, ‘ Hello.” and the 
sound was greeted with exclamations of de- 
light by the three women. 


See Goes to “Temple.” 

It was Evelyn Arthur See himself, in cus- 
tocy of a deputy sheriff, and as he hastily 
mounted the stairs the three women drew 
him inside and closed the door upon what 
may be the last reunion of the cult tn its 
own home for some time to come. 

Mildred Bridges is in charge of Mrs. Clin- 
gan, a probation officer, and, although she 
was informed of the verdict, no one wag 
aliowed to see the girl for whose abduc- 
tion See has been convicted. 

Mrs. Clingan stated, however, that Mi)- 
cred had taken the result of the tria} calmly 
and that the only comment she had made 
upon hearing the news wes to say that it 
was “ no more than was to be expected under 
the circumstances.” 

Judge Honoré’s instructions to the jury 
were considered favorable to the prosecution. 

The state cOntended that the allurements 
of the “ Book of Truth” were sufficient to 
constitute enticement. The judge ruled with 
them. 


Court Rules with State. 

“It is not necessary,” he said, “ that you 
believe she, Mildred Bridges, was taken 
bodily from the home of her parents. If you 
find that the defendant used acts, words, or 
teachings to entice her away from the home 
ef her parents, you should bring in a verdict 
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of gulity, even if you believe that her pa- 
rents gave their consent.” 

The final clause was considered especially 
advantageous to the state, as one of ths 
main points of the defense was that See was 
not legally guilty of abduction, because Mil- 
dred had the consent’ of both’ her parents 
to her residence in the flat at 2641 Racine 
avenue. 

The defense was given a point when Judge 
Honoré ruled that the jurors could disregard 
the court’s construction of the law, if they 
were convinced that the court was wrong. 
Attorney Cantwell maintained at all times 
that Judge Honoré should not have admitted 
the confessions of See, Mildred, and Mona to 


in reading to the jury citations to this effect. 
See Exposed by “Tribune.” 


“A new ‘revealer of the will of God’ with 
a lure for children—especially girls—has in- 
vaded Racine avenue, in the north part of 
the city.” 

With these words THE TRIBUND on Jan. 
6 last began the exposure of See, his “ Abso- 
lute Life,” and his “ Junior Commonwealth ” 
which ended yesterday. Firm in his egotistic 
belief that he was above the law, See admit- 
ted the next day to Capt. Max Danmer at 
the Sheffield avenue station that he had been 
guilty of illicit relations with Mildred Bridges 
and Mona Rees. When he discovered the 
seriousness of the situation he denied the 
charges, and his attorneys claimed a police 
and newspaper conspiracy and prosecution.

PLAN REFUSED BY LATTER. 


Entrant Into Smuggling Affair Has

Her husband recently - filed suit in Pitts- 
burg against Willis Bette Sterling, a wealthy 
manufacturer of Erie, Pa., for alienating her 
affections. She herself says she prepared to 
file sult two years ago against a prominent 
and aged Boston broker. but dropped it on 
his payment to her of $25,000. 

These two men, she says, with Charlies H. 
Bond, who has since committed suicide, paid 
for her musical education at the Boston con- 
servatory of music, after which she went on 
the vaudeville stage, where she is known as 
Josephine Joy. The Boston broker and Bond 
were Cfrectors of the conservatory. 


Messages Sent by Woman. 

Mrs. Sturtevant firet approached Mrs. Jen- 
kins by telegraphing her on July 8 asking 
her to call up a certain telephone number 
in Passaic, adding “ Valuable information,” 
Mrs. Jenkins called up the number and was 
answered by a woman who explained that 
she was Mrs. Sturtevant and that she could 
be of great assistance to Mrs. Jenkins. She 
asked Mrs. Jenkins to go to Passaic. Mrs. 
Jenkins put her off. On July 6 Mrs. Jenkins 
received another telegram, saying: 

“ Couldn't you findthe way? Still looking 
for you. Passalic.”’

Michigan Conditions Improve, but Two 
Towns Are in Peril. 


Toronto, Ont., July 18.—Reports tonight 
from northern Ontario are to the effect that 
the forest fires which for several days have 


Swept over a large section of country are ‘ 


under control. No further damage or loss 
of life is expected. . 

The towns of Cochrane, South Porcupine, 
and Pottsville have been destroyed. The fire 
swept clean the townships of Langmuir, El- 
dorado, Shaw, Deloro, Ogden, McArthur, and 
Cripple Creek. The known dead tof! 122, the 
majority of whom lost their lives at South 
Porcupine. There are believed to have been 
many other fatalities, and estimates based 
upon unverified reports run as high as 400. 

Among those known to have perished In 
the neighborhood of Porcupine is Jules Me- 
tayer, 30 years old, the French consul. 
Twenty-seven foreigners lost their lives in 
the West Dome shaft and thirty others were 
killed in another of the Dome shafts. 

Refugees are coming out today from South 
Porcupine and tel] horrible stories of being 
forced into the waters of the lake by the 
fire and waiting hours for succor. 

Refugees from the burned area say that 
it covers 10,000 square miles, comprising a 
district that housed 20,000 people. From 
every quarter have come fugitives who es- 
caped the flames, many of them badly burned. 


Conditions in Michigan Better, 

Detroit, Mich., July 18.—The forest fire sit- 
uation throughout northern Michigan ap- 
pears to be improved today. The village of 
Le Grand, in Cheboygan county, however, 
is reported surrounded by threatening fires, 
with communication cut off. Hillman, tn 
Alpena county, also is said to be threatened 
today. 

Reports received today indicate that the 
town of Millersburg was destroyed on Tues- 
day night and that half of Tower is gone. 


Fires in Maine Continue. 

Portland, Me., July 13.—Forest fires tn the 
Maine wilderness and New Hampshire 
mountains continue to burn and are consum- 
ing hundreds of acres of valuable timber 
land.

Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]—

This interview is interpreted as a threat 
in certain official circles and unquestionably 
will figure in the president's termination of 
Dr. Wiley’s connection with the government. 
In any event, it is fully realized that the situae- 
tion which has developed contains the germs 
of as much bitterness as existed in the famous 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy. 

While the attempt to remove Dr. Wiley is 
based solely upon an alleged conspiracy to 
evade an appropriation statute, itisapparent 
there is a genera! desire on the part of the de- 
partment of agriculture officials to be relieved 
of Dr. Wiley’s presence in- that branch of the 
government 

The general complaint made about Dr. WiI- 
ley ig practically the same as that made 
against Gifford Pinchot—that he is running 
his bureau in the department of agriculture 
in a high handed manner over the heads of 
his superiors. Mr. Pinchot did about as he 
pleased with the bureau of forestry without 
consulting Secretary of Argiculture Wilson, 
and Dr. Wiley has been following his course. 


Cause of the Ruction. 

Dr. Rusby, whose employment is fesponsi- 
ble for the ruction, has been employed for 
several years as an expert for the govern- 
ment. Congress last year enacted a law 
prohibiting the department of agriculture 
from paying any expert a greater salary than 
$4,000 a year. It was found, according to the 
charges, that Dr. Rusby’s services could not 
be obtained for less than $20 a day for labora- 
tory investigations and $50 a day for attend- 
ance in court. Attorney General Wicker- 
sham had held that the law permitted the 
payment of only $11 a day or the per diem of 
$4,000 a year. 

Notwithstanding this law, Dr. Wiley and L. 
F. Kebdler, chief of the division of drugs 
of the department of agriculture, arranged, 
it is charged, for the employment of Dr. 
Rusby as an expert at a salary of $1,000 a 
year, to be paid to him at the rate of $20 a 
day for expert service and §50 a day for 
services in court. 

After canvassing all of the facts the com- 
mittee submitted a report to Secretary Wil- 
son in which it recommended that Dr. Wiley 
and Dr. Bigelow, his assistant, be permitted 
to resign, that Dr. Kebler be reduced, and 
that Dr. Rusby be dismissed from the serv- 
ice. 

The committee on expenditures in the iIn- 
terior department already has determined 
upon an investigation of the matter and will 
begin taking testimony tomorrow. The 
Democrats, of course, will charge that the 
big business interests which Dr. Wiley has 
been fighting for several years are behind 
this effort to dislodge him. 


Rusby Sees a Plot. 

New York, July 18.—[Special.]}—Dr. H. H. 
Rusby, whose dismissal as pharmacognocist 
for the United States bureau of chemistry 
has been demanded, sees in the charges of a 
technical violation of the law a thinly veiled 
trap eagerly seized by Solicitor George P. Mc- 
Cabe and Dr. 8. L. Dunlap, acting chief of the 
bureau of chemistry, to get rid of Dr. Wiley 
and every other important person in the bu- 
reau who has stood out for pure food and pure 
drugs. 

There has been no violation of the law by 
him, Dr. Rusby declares positively. He 
adds that there has been no violation of the 
law by Drs. Wiley and Bigelow, tn his opin- 
ion, but only the appearance of such a viola- 
tion.

Some of the mystery surrounding the $150, - 
000 damage suits instituted against John C. 
Fetzer by Mrs. Amy Young and her sister, 
Miss Theresa Tronnem, was dispelled through 
a typewritten statement given out for pub- 
lication by the women’s attorney, George M. 
Popham, yesterday. 

Mrs. Young admitted authorship of the 
statement, which refers to Fetzer as a “ so- 
called gentlernan and alleged financier.”’ but 
refused to attach her signature on the theory 
that Fetzer might sue her for libel. She 
would not consent to’an interview. Fetzer 
evaded reporters, his friends said, because he 
feared that any explanation he might make 
would be used ag a basis for still another 
damage action against himself. 


Rigdon Suicide Brought In. 

The suicide of Charles W. Rigdon and 
wounding of Mrs. Young in the Fetzer offices 
at the Bedford building July 15, last year, 
form the basis of three legalactions. Mrs. 
Young blames Fetzer for ‘enticing’ her 
inte the presence of Rigdon, declares he 
subsequently referred to her as an “ad- 
venturess,’’ and holds him responsible for 
the detention of her sister by the police at 
the Harrison street station. 

Mrs. Young's first suit is based on alleged 
libel and slander, and her second suit is 
based on alleged assault and battery. Pop- 
ham has not yet decided whether to base 
Miss Tronnem’s suit on alleged false arrest 
or slander. 


Redress for Their Injuries, 
Here is Mrs. Young’s statement: 
“All I care to say concerning the suits 
instituted against Mr. John C. Fetzer by 
myself and sister is that he had his innings 
at the coroner’s inquest upon the body of 
Charles W. Rigdon. Through this litiga- 
tion we expect to vindicate ourselves ano re- 
dress the injuries we received because or the 
outrageous treatment suffered by us, for 
which John C. Fetzer is responsible. 
“TY am able to show, and propose to show, 
that my sister and I were treated in a most 
cowardly manner by this so called gentle- 
man and alleged financier; that he is respon- 
sible for my injuries at the hands of Charles 
Rigdon, and for the slanderous and libelous 
statements and publications against my sis- 
ter and me. 
“TI propose to show that my sister suffered 
an irreparable injury, for which he is and 
must be held responsible. We propose to 
prosecute these suits to redress the wrongs 
we have sustained, even though these meas- 
ures will be punitive to John C. Fetzer.” 
In the Probate’court Mrs. Young is trying 
to establish the validity of an assignment 
alleged to have been made to her by Jay A. 
Rigéon for his interest in his father’s estate. 
She has an offer of $17,000 for bonds which 
she says young Rigdon agreed to sell her 


for $9,000.

A lack of proper certification under the 
civil service law endangers E. W. Bemis’ 
compensation of $65 and expenses per day.

POSSES SEEK BOLD YEGGMEN. 


Sheriff's Officers and Farmers Search 
Woods for Crack-men. 


Five robbers at noon yesterday attempted 
to dynamite and rob the Tolleston State bank 
at Gary, Ind., but were discovered just as 
they were about to blast the safe, and fied.

Deneen’s Dealings with Lorimer. 

When he discussed this matter with Lori- 
mer Mr. Deneen said he told the “‘ boss ’’ he 
wanted it settled promptly, so that the busi-,.

with. , 

But Lorimer replied he evidently wanted 
to be made a martyr of, and after various 
conferences told him the case against him 
was weak. This apparently was an intima- 
tion that Lorimer would not prevent his re- 
tention of the gubernatorial office.’ 

How the Lorimer-Shurtleff combination 
was to make him senator formed an inter- 
esting feature of Mr. Deneen’s testimony. 
Because of his opposition to the lieutenant 
governor, it was proposed that the latter 
should be “‘ promoted to a federal job.’’ and 
that Deneert should be permitted to name the 
president pro tem of the senate, who, under 
the constitution, would succeed to the gov- 
ernorship. The governor declined to enter

Gives Inside “Jackpot” Details. 

Asked about the representatives various 
interests had at Springfield, Mr. Deneen said 
the practice for some was to be protected 
Ly members of the legislature whom they 
had helped to elect. This was true of the 
“guor, électric light, and gas companies. 

Lee O'Neil Browne vas the representative 
of «he liquor interests iu the bouse and 
Shurtleff’ was favorabie to them. John J. 
Drennan, represented the Illinois Central at 
Springfield. 

The governor referred to his meeting with 
railroad presidents to end the attempted 
confiscation of their properties by the rapac- 
tty of the legislators and of their dispatch 
of 1,000 men to Springfield to prevent législa- 
tion hostile to them because of their refusal 
to contribute to the ‘ jackpot.”’ 

He read fror: a speech he delivered in 
Shurtieff’s district against Shurtleff, where- 
in he denounced the “ jackpot.”’ 


Deneen and White’s Confession. 

Mr. Deneen was informed in August or 
September, 1909, by Edwin R. Wright, head 
of the Illinois Federation of Labor, that the 
“jackpot” was to be exposed by a member 
of the legislature who had written a book, 
The next he heard of the matter was from 
James Keeley of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, on 
the night before St. Patrick’s day in 1910. 

Mr. Keeley told the governor ina general 
way of the scandal and of his purpose to 
publish it. Shortly after midnight on the 
morning the confession was published Mr. 
Keeley asked him to visit THe TriBune of- 
fice and there showed him a copy of the 
paper containing the White exposé. The 
governor asserted he had no connection with 
the preparation or publication of the confes- 
sion, and did not know of ite exstencé untill 
called. to THE TRIBUNE office tnat night. 


Recounts Political History. 

Gov. Deneen, in beginning his testimony, 
recounted briefly his political career down 
to his nomination for governor, which he 
said was brought about by his own, the 
Yates, Hamlin, and Sherman delegates. 

The examination by Attorney Healy then 
continued: 

MR. HEALY—What induced Gov. Yates 
to abandon. his candidacy and to aid yours, 
if you know? 

MR. DENEEN—That is a matter of opin- 
ion. I was informed that on the night pre- 
cecing he had been notified by Senator Hop- 
kins and some others that they would no 
longer support him, and it was plain that his 
forces were disintegrating. He then dis- 
cussed the matter with us. Mr. Yates gave 

is view cf the matter and I gave mine, and 
it led up to this position: He stated that he 
had, or had had, about 500 delegates who 
were elected to support him and who were 
supporting him. I think I had. 382. There 
was a question whether or not the two forces 
could get together and organize the ccnven- 
*ion into a definite result, and later whether 
we could nominate the ticket. 


Details Negotiation with Yates. 
- MR. HEALY—Did you have any under- 
standing or :greement with reference to your 
future political action? 
MR. DENEEN—Nothing except a general 
discussion regarding relations that would 
exist thereafter.

DENEEN—The_ discussion was 
whether or not the forces which had sup-

MR. HEAL Y—When did the political oppo- 
sition of Mr. Shurtleff to you and your 
friends develop?

So far as you know, has he 
ever indicated in any public way why he 
was opposed to you or your friends?

Personally Favored Hopkins.

Discussed ‘Elements in Election. 
SENATOR KENYON—Did you discuss 
with Mr. Lorimer the question of the elec- 


' tion and the falling off in your vote, and 
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what had. brought that about? 

MR. DENEEN—We dis@ussed the elements 
that fought me and the different candidates 
who fought me, and he talked of those who 
rendered him the most effective service, and 
some from whom he had expected service but 
did not feel satistied with they efforts. We 
exchanged views in reference to it, 

SENATOR KENYON —Did you disctigss the 
question of the apparent Hepublican and 
Democratic alliance against you in Chica- 
go? 

MR. VENEEN—I think we ran over the sit- 
uation in a general way. We talked about 
leader after leader, and discussed his atti- 
tude in the primary against Yatés, and the 
result, and discussed Senator Hopkins. 

SENATOR KENYON-—Did you discuss 
Roger Sullivan’? 

MR. DENEEN-—I do not think we did at 
that time.

SENATOR KENYON—Were they working 
together in the matter?

Tells of Refusing Senatorship. 
MR. HEALY—I wish you would recall, if 
you can, what was the first thing that was 
said about that, the first line of discussion 
with reference to the senatorial situation. 
MR. DENEEN—I do not recall the matter 
chronologically. 1 only recall it as it made 
an impression on my mind—the vital matters. 
Either at the first visit or some subsequent 
visit when we were discussing matters, it 
appeared Mr. Lorimer was against Senator 
Hopkins. So far as I know, that was my 
first information that he was against him. I 
then asked him about what they intended to 
do with Senator Hopkins and I understood 
that his friends—that Shurtleff’s friends— 
would not vote for him (Hopkins) and fiat 
he could not be elected.

Come from All Quarters,

primaries after voting for Lorimer, headed 
@ bunch from the far northwest side. There 
were Lorimerites from all over town. 
The principal address was made by Charles 
H. Burras, who came into Hyde Park from 
Lorimer’s home district to exprees the horror 
of the Hyde Park citizens at the “ persecu- 
tion.’’ 
Former Representative Charles Lederer, 
from the Third ward, was another speaker. 
He was one of the representatives who voted 
for Lorimer and failed to get back to Spring- 
field, 


Cheer Bailey and Petit. 
The massmeeting cheered for Senator Lort- 
mer and for Senator Joseph W. Bailey of 
Texas.

TAFT AND TREATY 


Senator Scores President’s 
Administration in Attack 
on Reciprocity. 


“CATOHWORD,” HE SAYS. 


Bristow Charges Alliance Be- 
tween Standpats and Demo- 
crats on the Measure. 


Washingtor, D. C., July 13.—Senator La 
Foliette in a speech against reciprocity to- 
Gay reviewed, act by act, the administration 
of President Taft in unsparing terms and de- 
clared that the contest involved was the 
“fight between the plain people and confed- 
erated privilege.”’ 

“Considered as a measure of reciprocity,” 
said Senator La Follette of the Canadian 
agreement. “ it violates every tariff principle 
of reciprocity heretofore expressed in the. 
platform declarations of the Republican 
party and recommended by former Republic- 
an presidents. Considered as a tariff bill it 
violates every tariff principle and platform 
promise upon which William H. Taft was 
elected president of the United States. 

“In the -beginring it was heralded as a 
blessing to the consumers. So was the tariff 


‘pill of 1908. It promised to reduce duties for 


‘the benefit of the people. It reduces no duties 
the effect of which can ever reach the people, 
but it does reduce duties for the millers, the 
packers, Standard Oil, the brewers, the coal 
¢eombines, and in some measure for the al- 
ready grossly protected interests. It is noth- 
ing that it pretends to be and professes to be 
nothing that itis. It is a little brother to the 
Payne-Aldrich bill, the greatest legislative 
wrong inflicted upon the American people in 
f a century.” 


More Criticism of Taft. 

The speaker said the pending legislation 
based on the Canadian agreement was so re- 
lated to the “ strange course of Mr. Taft upon 
the tariff question and the protective poli- 
cies he was elected to maintain,’’ that the real 
stable worth of his recommendations could 
pot be fairly judged without reviewing the 
more important issues involved in his elec- 
tion and the most !mportant acts of his ad- 
ministration. 

Continuing his griticism of Mr. Taft's 
administration Senator La Follette said: 

“Througheut the first pages of his first gen- 
eral message he found no space to say a 
word for the great measures that had made 
thename of his predecessor revered and loved 
everywhere in the United States. Is it to be 
wondered at that the Republican voter jn 
1010 felt that he had several scores to set~ 
tle? A president whom he had elected, be- 
Mieving him to be the custodian of the Roose- 
velt policies, had dismissed the Roogevelt 
cabinet and appointed in their places men, in 


“the main, of known hostility to those poli-

cies. 


Says Taft Switched Attitude. 

* Heir to the Rooseveit policies, as a presi- 
dential candidate, Mr. Taft was a pronounced 
progressive and the leading and most en- 
thusiastic Roosevelt champion from the first 
to the last of the campaign. Three months 
after he was inaugurated he seemed to have 
forgotten that there ever had been any well 
known Roosevelt policies. e had no sooner 
taken his oath of office than he sacrificed 
the progressive cause for the support of Al- 
drich and Cannon and their reactionary pro- 
gram. 

* Reciprocity is a popular catch word. The 
president seized upon it. He made an execu- 
tive compact the basis, not of a reciprocity 
treaty, but of a tariff bill. Upon this false 
basis he seeks to force it through congress 
without amendment or change.”’ " 


Bristow Sees Treaty Deal. 

In a genera! speech in support of his amend- 
ment to the Canadian reciprocity bill, provid- 
ing for a reduction of the duty on sugar, Sen- 
ator Bristow of Kansas, insurgent, today de- 
nounced what he characterized as an alMance 
of certain standpat Repubican senators with 
the Democrats to pass the measure and “per- 
mit the inequalities of the tariff to remain.”’ 

“If this had been an honest effort to re- 
Heve the American people from the burdens 
of excessive tariff taxation the high duties 
on trust controlled products would have been 
first attacked,”’ he said.

Minneapolis Trust Company 
Given $4,700,000 as First 
Step to Settle Tangle. 


NEW INSURANCE. BARED. 


Premiums to N. Y. Chamber of 
Commerce Paid by Company 
on Life of Late President. 


The grain firm of F. H. Peavey & Co. yes- 
terday turned over to the Minneapolis Trust 
company as trustee its entire assets, amount- 
ing approximately to $4,700,000, as a first 
definite step toward the settlement of its 
indebtedness In Minneapolis and Chicago as 
the result of losses growing out of the oper- 
ations of the late James Petit. 

This action was taken at a conference in 
Minneapolis between officials of the grain 
company and members of a jont committee 
of Minneapolis and Chicago bankers, headed 
by F. O. Wetmore, vice president of the First 
National bank of Chicago, as chairman. 

An interesting development of the day 
was the fact that the life of Mr. Pettit had 
been insured for a number of years with the 
New York Chamber of Commerce for $7,000. 
Although the premiums were paid by the 
Peavey Grain company and the policy was 
assigned to the company, Mrs. Pettit is re- 
ported to have forwarded a claim for the in- 
surance. Litigation may follow. 


: Forgery Rumors Renewed. 

Rumors were renewed in La Salle street 
and banking circles yesterday to the effect 
that forgery had been added to the other 
acts of Pettit in financing his speculative 
grain deals. 

The fact developed, however, that the grain 
in Elevator A—the private elevator of the 
company at South Chicago, which figured 
in the rumors—was sufficient to meet the 
loans made on the grain stored there for 
which cash grain receipts had been given as 
security by the president before his tragic 
death. 

With the exception of a certificate or two 
representing small lots of grain, the last of 
these receipts was taken up as fast as the 
grain in the elevator was sold under the 
direction of Acting President C. W. Lane. 

All the certificates were held by the Bank 
of Montreal, covering approximately 20,000 
bushels of grain. The loan did not exceed 
$10,000, according to a statement made by 
J. N. Greata, manager of the bank. 


No Irregularities in Elevator “B.” 

On Wecmesday the fact had been estab- 
HNehed by an official inspection on the part of 
H. A. Foss, official weighmaster of the board 
of trade, that there was nothing irregular in 
elevator B, the public elevator of the com- 
pany.

The French dressing ts so acceptable and so 
easy to mix that no ether seems necessary to 
some people, yet variety is as spicy ip salad 
dressings as in some other things. 

People who think they know rabidly declare 
that lettuce must never be cut with either 
knife or scissors, while others always cut their 
lettuce. Little bird nest effects cannot be se- 
cured otherwise. The restaurant keeper could 
not, a&B he fondly believes. treat every one the 
same if he could not cut into quarters fine heads 
of lettuce. But this ts certainly not esthetic 
and the chances are that it.is not sanitary. 
Every bit of the surface of lattuce leaves should 
be thoroughly washed and this cannot be done 
when the leaves are not separated. 
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Lettuce Salad I.—Inexpensive laressing: Put 
half a cup of vinegar in a saucepan—use half 
water if strong—add a teaspoon of mustard, 
one-half spoon of salt, pinch of pepper, tea- 
spoon sugar, teaspoon corn starch, and the yolk 
of an egg.

Charges County Judge with 
Dictating Contract with 
Empire Company. 


(LAIMS MACHINE ILLEGAL 


I. R. Winslow, in Formal Pro- 
test Against Award, Says 
Contest Was Unfair.

The Winslow Voting Machine company 
charged County Judge Owens yesterday 
with having influenced the election com- 
missioners tn promising a contract for 1,000 
yoting devices to the Empire company for 
gp42,600. The charge is made in a protest 
by L. R. Winslow against the board’s action. 
He also declares that the Empire is not a 
legal machine and that the board’s action 
fs invalid. 

“Throughout the enttre contest,” the pro- 
fest states, “all common rules of fairness, 
honesty, and decency have been abolished 
and ignored by the judge of the County 
court, the board of election commissioners, 
and the chief clerk of the board.” 

Accusations, almost as serious, are con- 
tained in nearly every paragraph of the 
éocument. One of the most stinging refer- 
ences to Judge Owens follows: 

“John E. Owens, County judge, who has 


‘@ictated the adoption of the Empire ma- 


ehine, has never even looked at or exam- 
ined the Winslow machine, which has been 


_ {im your (board’s) offices continuously since 


the latter part of March, 1011, and we are 
rellably informed that he has never exam- 
ined any other machine which was compét- 
jung with the Empire for this contract.” 


Gives Reasons for Protest. 

Other reasons for the protest read: 

“In making this selection John E. Owene 
has apparently relied solely upon the opinion 
of the three so called experts, who devoted 
less than three hours to thé examination of 
the Empire machine. Said experts, we are 
reliably informed, have had no previous ex- 
perience whatever with voting machine con- 
struction and their report made to Judge 
Owens clearly proves their utter incompe- 
tency and lack of knowledge on the subject 
upon which they endeavor to pass judgment. 

“The report of these so called experts is 
filled with contradictions from beginning to 
end, and is, we believe, purposely drawn to 
injure competing voting machine concerns, 
except the Empire. It is a libelous docu- 
ment, calculated to work untold injury tothe 
business of the Winslow Voting Machine 
company and, to the reputation of its product, 
and we hereby demand that the said report be 
publicly condemned and rejected by the 
board as being worthless and unworthy of 
any consideration. 

“The Empire was adopted by the board 


without any tests being made to ascertain its. 


edaptabl.ity to Chicago elections, and with 
the knowledge that the Empire machines 
bave absolutely failed to work and had to be 
taken out of recent elections in Indiana.” 
Public Exhibition Not Held. 

The Winslow people also call attention 
to the failure of the board t6 hold a public 
exhibition in accordance with thelr own 
gpecitications, and then conclude: 

“Other sections of the epecificatione too 
pumerous to mention, together with the 
lewa of the state of Illinois, not having been 
complied with, render the action of the board 
fllegial in adopting the Empire machine.”’ 

There may be some question at the next 
meeting Of the board whether this protest 
shall be printed in the minutes.

MAYOR STEPS IN ‘SEER’ FIGHT 


Says Police Must Suppress the 
Fortune Tellers. 


RABER TO HANDLE OASES. 


First Assistant Prosecutor Put in 
Charge of Clairvoyant Work. 


Every clairvoyant in Chicago will be driven 
out of business as rapidly as the evidence 
against them can be gathered, according to 
emphatic statements made yesterday by 
Mayor Harrison and inspector Hunt. 

City Prosecutor McInerney hag placed the 
Matter in the hands of Edwin Raber, his 
frst assistant, and Mr. Raber has the cases 
in which evidence has already been gathered 
well in hand: It is not expected that any 
insurmountable obstacles will be encoun- 
tered, even if the fortune telling cult attempt 
a tight. 

“I am heartily in favor of the movement 
THs TRIBUNE has inaugurated by calling 
attention to the fact that these people ane 
&gain doing business,’’ said Mayor Harrison. 
“ They are all frauds, pure and simple, and 
not only have they no right to do business, 
but the class of people who fall into their 
hands should be protected against such a 
temptation to part with their hard earned 
money. 


Practice Against the Law. 

“The practice of these so-called clair 
voyants is plainly against the law and 
against public policy, and you may say that 
this administration will do all within its 
Dower to see that they are driven out of the 
city and kept out. 1 have not taken any 
action in the matter personally, and do not 
think it will be necessary for me to do so. 
The various departments will do whatever 
is necessary without special instructiong,”’ 

City ¥rosecutor Mclnerney said that he 
had been too busy to go into: the matter 
thoroughly, but that he had placed it in the 
hands of Mr. Raber, who had madea thor- 
ough study of the gubject, and now had 
charge of all the cases. 

Inspector Hunt and his men are still 
searching for the missing Edwin Hartley, 
the clairvoyant for whom a warrant was 
issued at the same time as that for Mar 
garet Graham. Detectives have been un- 
able to locate him, and a search of his apart- 
ments indicates that he is probably out of 
the city for an indetinte period. 

The man is said to have two names—one for 
** professional’ and the other for private 
purposes. 


Have Been Holding Back. 

“ These people won't last long as soon as 
we get started,’’ said Inspector Hunt yester- 
day. ‘‘ We had been sort of holding back 
thinking that we would dispose of the 
Graham case first, but since that has been 
continued for a week, we will get after the 
others. I am waiting now for one of our 
men to finish another important case he is 
engaged on at present and as soon as he is 
at liberty I shall put him in full charge ef 
this matter with instructions to keep at it 
until he has driven the last one of them out of 
the city. 

“TI think it is best to wait for this man 
because I believe that he is better fitted to get 
the class of evidence we need than any one 
else in the department. He should beable to 
start in by Saturday at the latest. 

“If it should be found that the special 
laws against these people are unconstitu- 
tional we can dismiss the cases brought un- 
der these sections, I believe, and rearrest 
them on the plain proposition of obtaining 
money, under false pretenses. 

“ They promise that they are able to imeead 
the future, reunite lost lovers, and all that 
sort of thing, and take money from all who 
are foolish enough to believe them, and, as 
everybody who has ever had any experience 
with them knows, they are not able todoa 
single one of the things they claim.”’

THE GREATEST OF AMERICAN 


Mrs. Bmmons Blaine took for the text 
of her story and significant address before 
the National Educational association the 
most important thought that could be pre- 
sented to the teaching body of the nation 
and to the American people upon whose 
support, encouragement, and criticism edu- 
cation depends for life and influence. This, 
in Mrs. Blaine’s phrase, is the thought: 

The opportunity of the teacher és the 
greatest opportunity in the world today, 
In the United States today it 
might be called the opportunity to save 


This is not a new thought. Indeed, it is 
as old as a republic. In a simpler day it } 
was symbolized by the “ little red school,” 
and it expressed the profound conviction of 
our forefathers that the whole arc of our 
liberties rested upon popular education. 
The public school, maintained by the state, 
is as inherent in our American republican 
system as manhood suffrage; or trial by 
jury, or freedom of speech and of the press. 
The idea of universal education and its 
benignant influence has been one of the 
most widely diffused of any the American 
people have cherished. Millionaires have 
poured their wealth out in deference to it 
and the people have taxed themselves un- 
flinchingly for it. And we have done this 
because we have known from the beginning 
that upon the intelligence and informedness 
ef the citizens depend the safety of our 
cherished institutions, our liberty, and our 
progress in civilization. 

We have known all this,’and we have 
assumed that it was provided for. 

That assumption is being challenged in 
our awakened day. The American people 
are stirred to self-questioning, and in our 
realization of conditions of political corrup- 
tion and socia] evils we are asking how and 
why they have been permitted to grow up 
despite the safeguards our fathers erected 
and conserved to prevent, 

Undoubtedly, as Tue Trisunn 
said a day or two ago, the heaviest of all 
responsibilities rests upon the public schools, 
upon its directors and upon each and every

But self-discipline, 
discipline from within ourselves, discipline 
arising from the individual citizen's intelli- 
gent consciousness that he is a vital part 
of a great whole, that he is not merely a 
hungry ego let loose to prey upon others, 
but a soldier in a great civic army, having 
duties and responsibilities as well as rights 
and privileges. |

train its soldiers of the common good, and

Th imperial universities and the govern- 
ment departments of education have oodper- 
ated with the crewn in the matter, and the 
University of Tokio has even @ special de- 
partment for the training of provincial pre- 
fects or governors where candidates for 
that office receive special instruction of an 
order to equip them for the administration 
of the provinces into which the empire of 
the rising sun is divided. 

On graduation they receive the appoint- 
ment of general secretery to the provincial 
governors, and in due course are promoted to 
governorships. 

Today the vast majority of the prefects 
and subprefects ef provincial governments 
of Japan are special graduates of this par- 
ticular school for governors at Tokio, the 
only thing of the kind im the world, They 
may, therefore, be said to constitute the 
pick and flower of the eivil service of the 
empire. I may add that special pains are 
taken by the professors of this class to 
emancipate their pupile from all tendency 
to red tape, which is the curse of every 
bureaucracy, 

It is dificuls in writing about this to refrain 
from the thought as to whether it would not 
be possible to inaugurate a similar system 
here in America, where the governors of 
states have such vast power placed in their 
hands without previous equipment for the 
post. 

Although the professional! politician would 
doubtless raise every kind of abjection to 
the idea, yet there is no doubt that almost 
every governor of an American state would 
benefit by receiving two or three years of 
previoug special training for his important 
office,

Emperor Francis Joseph creates princes 
but rarely. Indeed, he has not bestowed 
the elosed cerenet upon much more than a 
dozen of his nobles throughout his long 
reign of over three score years, I men- 
tioned last week that he had conferred an 
honor of this kind upon his ex-premler, 
Count Francis Thun, leader of the great 
feudal aristocracy of Bohemia and now gov- 
ernor of that province. 

He also has granted the same distinction 
to Count Tagsile Festetics, whose name is 
familiar all over Europe as that of the prin- 
cipal figure of the old Magyar nobility and 
as probably the greatest of the territorial 
magnates of Hungary, his estates extending 
over neariy a million acres. 

The count has twice declined the office 
of cabinet minister and of premier of Hun- 
gary, accepting, hewever, the grand mas- 
tership of the Hungarian court and the 
Order of the Golden Fleece. Devoid of per- 
sonal ambition, he hag throughout his life 
held almost entirely aloof from politics, with- 
out, however, forfeiting any of the good will 
of his countrymen. 

It is. known that, if anything, he is con- 
servative, te the point of Toryism. Yet on 
the only two occasions that he came under 
the public eye in connection with political 
affairs it was in the interests of Liberalism. 
The first time was when the emperor per- 
sonally requested him to use his influence 
to arrest the opposition of the Hungarian 
aristocracy to the law of civil marriage that 
had been voted by the lower house of the 
national legislature at Budapest. 

He accomplished this by personal suasion, 
having never yet made any speech at the

Wisconsin Financiers Approve 
Features of Tentative Plan. 


STATE OFFICER OPPOSES IT. 


Commissioner Kuolt Says It Will Give 
Nine Men Money Monopoly. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 13.—Hearty indorse- 
ment of the underlying principles of the ten- 
tative plan of the national monetary com- 
mission to establish a national reserve bank, 
but without branches, was the feature of 
resolutions adopted today at the closing ses- 
sion of the Wisconsin Bankers’ association 
convention. 

The Wisconsin banking law was defended 
and the so-called Aldrich plan of currency 
reform severely criticisd in an address by 
State Banking Commissioner A. E. Kuolt. 
Referring to the Aldrich plan, Mr. Kuolt 
said: 

“it is a big plan. Briefly, it is proposed 
to mobilize and to concentrate (to use Mr. 
Aidrich’s own expression) about $1,500,000, - 
000 of lawful money under one management 
—that management virtually to consist of 
niné men—with power to issue bank notes or 
ciroulation against this ‘reserve’ to the 
amount of 40 per cent, or, in round numbers, 
$600,000, 000, 

“ This places a total of $2,100,000,000 under 
the control of nine men. This would be the 
greatest money power ever concentrated 
on earth,

“This is not banking, gentlemen. This ts 
high finance—too high for this humble planet 
of ours; much too high for this American 
democracy. 

“To my mind the only legitimate cause of 
an industrial stagnation and consequent 
financial distress is a genera! failure of crops 

“ But we have not had a general failure of 
crops for almost a generation; yet ee have 
had a panic every ten years or so at almost 
regular intervals. These panics invariably 
come from New York. They always gather 
and burst in New York city—in Wall street.

The tone 
in the time money parket, however, is firmer, and 
the opinion of some bankers is thet any material 
increase In the demand for time loans or any sub- 
stantal increase in the amount of commercial paper 
seeking discount will quickly bring about an ad- 
vance over existing rates. The lack of demand for 
call money at even the barest fraction over the re- 
cent average rate is due, of course, to the smal!

The government crop report for the week ending 
July 10 shows out of twelve stations in upper Mis- 
sissippi valley a deficiency from normal rainfall at 
two stations and a surplus at three, or an average 
deficiency per station of about .065. At the seven- 
teen stations reported in the Missouri valley twelve 
show a deficiency and five a surplus, a tota] aver- 
age deficiency per station of 225 in. This shows 
that the seasonal deficiency of rainfall in the corn 
belt was still further increased during the last 


week.

Corn traders were cautious from the outset and 
even the prominent leaders showed a feeling of 
hesitation and -their operations were on a more 
conservative basis than recently.

UNCLE SAM WILL LOOK INTO 
BRUSSELS STEEL MEETING. 


World Wide Arrangement to Control 
Trade May Result from the Recent 
Conference at Belgium’s Capital. 


Washington, D.C., July 13.—An investiga- 
tion of the Brussels conference of steel men, 
which, it has been predicted, may bring about 
an international combination to control the 
steel trade of the world, will be undertaken 
by the department of justice. 

Following a call of Henry D. Martin and 
Cotter T. Bride, secretary and treasurer re- 
spectively of the Anti-Trust league, upon 
President Taft today it became known that 
the Brussels conference would be put under 
scrutiny. s 

President Taft told his visitors that he be- 
lieved such an investigation should be made 
and suggested that they call upon Attorney 
General Wickersham and Solicitor General 
Lehmann, who had charge of the investiga- 
tion of the United States Steel corporation. 

Lehmann said today that it probably will 
be some time before the department can turn 
its attention to the Brussels conference, but 
just as soon as it gets through with busi- 
ness on this side of the Atlantic concerning 
the steel trade it will look into the interna- 
tional combination.

“Plebeians” Who Visit 
Everett Inclosure.

CLUB BUILDS WIRE FENCE 


Erects Barrier for Half of Lands 
in Midway District of the, 
South Side. 


Bathing aristocracy—represented by those 
willing to pay $5 a season for cooling dipe— 
has fenced itself off from the “ plebelan”’ 
element at Everett beach, which lies between 
FPifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth streets. 

A- uniformed “ official,” whose. business, 
according to lettering on his cap, is that of 
gateman, stood at the entrance to the “ pri- 
vate” portion of the beach yesterday and 
informed those unwilling or unable to buy 
memberships in the East End Neighborhood 
club that there was “ nothing doing” except 
for persons with club cards. 

Since Everett beach is the only point be- 
tween Twenty-sixth-street and Seventy-sec- 
ond street that the lake may be entered with- 
out charge, the fencing off of so-called out- 
siders has raised a storm of Indignation 
among those who wish to bathe without 
affiliating themselves with the organization. 


Pay or Be ‘“‘Plebeian.” 

There are fewer than 200 members In the 
neighborhood club, whieh has taken posses- 
sion of more than half the beach. Several! 
thousand persons, some of them well to 4o, 
have been using the beach. They either will 
have to pay or stay on the “ plebeian®’ side 
of the fence. : 

About a month ago, before the club was 
organized, a committee called on Mayor Har- 
rison. What happened at the interview ts a 
subject of guesswork. Members of the com- 
mittee, now leaders in the club, say they were 
given permission to go ahead and do just 
what they have done. The mayor says he 
simply told them he would grant them police 
protection against “ beach rowdies."’ 

On Wednesday the fence that is causing 
the dissension was completed. It bisected 
the inclosure. The “‘gateman” appeared 
at the entrance of the “club” section be- 
side a “No trespassing” sign. 


Explain Change of Conditions, 

Up to that time all comers had been al- 
lowed to wander on the beach where they 
willed. Policeman and gateman explained 
that conditions had changed. Bathers with- 
out membership cards who strolled casually 
on club grovds were * shooed’’ off by the 
guardians. 

Gateman and policeman were there again 
yesterday. but they had less work todo. The 
“ plebeians "’ had been trained. Every half 
hour or 80, however, an outsider tried to join 
the aristocracy of bathing. 

Several residents of the district who have 
been using the beach and who have refused 
to become members of the club have retained 
W. R. Betham, an attorney, to test the rights 
of the organization.

new element also has been introduced into 
the situation by the passage of the Shurtleff 
bill probibiting municipalities from requir- 
ing the tuberoulin test. 

“Dr. Evans contended that pasteurization 


force tuberculin testing throughout the 
source of its miik supply,” said Ald. Hey, 
“but now it is impossible for the city to com- 
pel this test and the argument loses foroe, 
while my contention that pasteurization is 
harmful still holds good.

Policemen and Prisoners Will 
Leave the Noted Lockup 
Some Time Today. 


WRECKERS START AT ONCE 


Scene’ of Interesting Episodes of 
World’s Criminology Closes 
Forty Turbulent Years. 


This is the last day of the ol@ Harrison 
street police station. Before night it will 
be attacked by” wreckers. Work of razing 


‘the patrol barn and fire engine bouse ad- 


joining the station has already begun. 

With the demolition of these buildings, the 
last to remain on the old Jones schoo! lot, 
as it was called before the fire of 1871, the 
way will be cleared for the printing estab- 
Mshment to be erected by the Rand-MoNally 
company. The new structure will cover 
nearly one-half the block from Van Bures 
to Harrison street and from Clark to La 
Salle. 

With the passing of the Harrison street 
station there is removed one of the world’s 
famous landmarks in the history of crimi- 
nology. It was the most noted police station 
in the United States. 


Housed a Million Prisoners. 

During its forty years' existence more than 
1,000,000 prisoners, men and women, have 
occupied its cells. Some of the world’s noted 
criminal have tarried there. “ Bunko ” Tom 
O’Brien and Eddie Guerin, both products of 
Chicago, were no strangers to Harrison street 
in the old days. O’Brien died in Devil's Isle 
while serving a life sentence for the murder 
of his pal in Paris. Guerin, who also was 
sent to Devil's Isle for life, escaped from 
there and now is living in London. Big Dan 
Goughlin, another Chicagoan, who died a 
few weeks ago in South America, was locked 
up at Marrison street for the murder of Dr. 
Cronin. 

“There is no police station In the world 
Mke Harrison street,” said George Porteous, 
who in 1890 established the first Bertillon 
system of identification In this country at 
the Harrison street station. I have been in 
every noted police station In this country 
and Europe, and none of them can etack 
up against Harrison street. Bow street 
in London and Mulberry street in New York 
are the only stations in the world that can 
anyway approach Chicago's famous prison.” 


First Prisoner Makes Comment. 

“Honey’’ Hall, a well known negro char 
acter of the First ward, was the firet person 
locked up at the Harrison street station. He 
stood in front of the old structure last night 
and mueed: | 

“Many a one has gone up and down them 
steps since ‘Honey’ made his first visit here. 
I was ‘pinched’ by Rodney Long and John 
Enders, two colored policemen, who had the 
distinguished sagacity of being the first 
‘stew ' in Harrison street. That's some con- 
siderable luminosity, ain't it?’
